One the eve of election day the American people
are entitled 1o a summary of the things 1 have stood
for in this campaign, as they are the things 1 shall
stand for as president

No man can tell in advance what unexpected de-
mands the next four vears may present, but one whose
conception of the president’s duaty rests upon {funda-
mental principles can described with entire sincernity
how the problems of administration would be ap-
proached and 1 what spirit they would be solved

A man charged with the duty of reaching a desired
goal knows that the road to it is found in following
that path which sound judgment and clear vision open
up step by step. | can show the road I expect to travel

I propose first of all to start right.  The president
is primarily an executive. Tt is his supreme duty to
attend to the business of the nation, to safeguard its
interests, to anticipate its needs, to enforce its laws

The first act of a president who takes this view
of His duties is to eall ghout him the ablest cabinet
the country can furnish, men who can deal with the
tremendous international and domestic problems which
will confrant us in the next four yvears

My conception of the presidency differs ahsolutely
from that of Mr. Wilson, [ lnok wpon the president
as the administeative head of the government. He
looks upon the president as primarily the political
leader and lawmaker of the nation.

In the two departments of government mnost closely
touching onr foreign relations—the Department of
State and the Department of the Navy—=he choose
men whom he knew to he wholly unequal to their duties
Administrative ahligatinns was subordinated to politi-
cal exigency. ean assure the country that any ad-
ministrittion under my direction will stand upon sound
admimstrative ground  with  the ablest cabinet the
country can supply.

Across the rond we are to travel this next four
years, even though we start right and move with
prudence and courage, serions hazards are thrown
like hreaks in a roadway made by o torrential rain
These all rise out of the war torrent which has over-
whelmed Europe. The first has to do with oor foreign
relations. [t e the president’s duty to safegquard the
interests of our own Rutinll and to preserve the friend
ship of every other nation,

No man i more determined than T to maintain
the peace which the United States, Spain, Sweden,
Norwav and all the American republies now enjoy. But
1 should seek to maintain that peace by a firm and
courteous insistence on the rights of our citizens at
home and broad. .

An American in Mexicn is suhjeel tn Mexican
law, but he is an American still and is entitled to the
protection of his own government in his lawful busi-
ness. For one [ shall never cansent to a policy which
leaves Americans helpless against the lawlessness of
any country in which they have a right to do business.

There confronts labor in the next four vears a
condition more serious than any that American laboring
men have been called upon to face, When this war
hegan over a million American working men were seck-
ing vainly for employment. When the war ends and
the developed cnergies of a new Europe are thrown
inte commercial production, our nation will face a
competition such as it never knew.

One of twn things must happen—either millions
of men will he seeking work in vain or else there
must he thought out in advance the probkm of com-
mercial organization as France and England and Ger-
many are sceking to think ot the problem today. Every
ane of these nations is preparing to defend its own
market by n protective tariff. The end of the war
will end also the opportunities for labor created by
the war. The millions in the trenches today will he
our industrial competitors tomorrow, I we are to
save our laboring men from a catastrophe we must

Finally it is to be remembered that every European
government  is  putting itself beliind its industries:
organizing them, encouraging theéms amd suggesting
economies. When the commercial struggle begins
anew, the industries of every European country will go
into the world markets, backed by the effective co
operation and intelligent oversight of their govern.
ment.

Our national, policy requires that government miam
tain & strict supervision of business organization. This
can be done cfil'm‘lu'c]y and vet leave the government
free to encourage legitimate and whalesome husiness
enterprise. 1 stand for such supervision and control
of business, but [ demand also that busimiess, gredt and
small, (and especially the small business) he treated
fuirly and justly. nly under such conditions c¢an
husimess pay living wages or compete with foreign
manulacturers,

In this respect again the present administration
holils a policy entirely opposite. 1t has viewed busi
ness enterprises with suspicion and has made the gov
emment a brake to stop the wheels of legitimate in
dustrial progress. It has treated the business men i
this country as though they were suspicious characters
It has assumed that capital and labor are patural ene-
mies. In four years it has put this country further
on the road to class war than has heen accomplished
in a generation before. The men who stand with e
belicve in the honesty of the American working man,
they believe no less in the honesty of the American
husiness man, and they believe that the common good
is 1o be found not in class war, but in mutual justice
and fair dealing, not_as hetween capital and labor in
the abstract, but as between men and men

Yem know the road we have traveled this last
four years. Mr. Bryan and Mr, Daniels are its monu-
ments of executive efficiency. Our murdered and for
suken citizens in Mexico reveal a conception of Ameri-
can citizenship plain enough to see, but a new one for
American patriotism to adept; the monument of class
hitterness ruised by this administration throws a sinister
shadow across our political hornizon; the unjust ac-
cusation against business men has left a bitter taste
in our national life. If you prefer this path it is
plainly marked. And the end of it is elass war.

You ask what road 1 propose to travel? These
are the milestones which mark it—an executive re-
sponsibility to the whole nation, a cabinet chosen from
l!u- ablest Americans, a foreign policy that stapnds cour
teously but firmly for American rights, a flag that pro-
tects the American in his lawful rights wherever his
legitimate business may take him, a preparation for
trade competition which shall protect all groups of
American workmen, a government oversight of busi-
ness which will fearlessly eliminate abuses, but will
act on the assumption that the average business man
is honest, and finally a domestic policy which looks
1o industrial peace, and to sound and permanent pros.
perity based upon the development of American trade
and the building up af American industries,

We Americans are in one boat. You cannot strike
a blow at one group without injury to all. Commaon
justice and fair play will settle our difficolties if sus-
picion and bitterness are let alone. These are the prin-
ciples by which I propose o be guided,
